Law Now 
In Effect 
COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) 
After today, those junked cars 
on private property could cost 
more than they are worth—-up. 
to $10« each in fines. 
/ 
A new law providing a meth­ 
od of getting rid of Ohio’s un­ 
sightly junkers went into effect 
at midnight. 
Under the new law, signed by 
Gov. John J .Gilligan FeB. 5. the 
owner of a junker located on his 
own property will be given 10 
days to remove it or have it 
garaged so it isn’t an eyesore. 
Each 30 days it is left in the 
open after notification would he 
a separate offense. A second of­ 
fense could bring a $250 fine and 
subsequent offenses $500 in fine 
and 60 days in jail. 
Rep. Claire M.Ball Jr., R-91 
Athens, sponsor of the legisla­ 
tion, said it would not apply to 
existing junkyards, which are 
covered in another section of 
the law. 
The old junk car law. said 
Ball, carried penalties for leav­ 
ing unclaimed or abandoned 
cars on private property with­ 
out permission. 
“The biggest problem is the 
one car left on private property 
by the person ow ning the prop­ 
erty,” said Ball. “This law- will 
get at the problem.” 
Notice to remove the junkers 
can be sent out by police, mu­ 
nicipal officials or zoning offi­ 
cials w ithin 72 hours after it is 
left in the open. 
A junker, under the law. is 
any automobile three years or 
older that is extensively dam ­ 
aged. inoperable and having a 
lair market value of $100 or 
less. 
Exempted from the defini­ 
tions are vehicles that could 
otherwise qualify but are part 
ol a bona tide commercial op­ 
eration. 
The law originally had an ef­ 
fective date of .Jan. 1. 1974. to 
coincide with the effective date 
ol the new criminal code. That 
was dropped because tin* crimi­ 
nal code was in effect by the 
time ol passage.

Ina statement released Mon­ 
day in answer to questions, the 
Army said: “As a result of cer­ 
tain allegations made con­ 
cerning the Army advertising 
account for recruiting and re­ 
lated matters, the Army Crimi­ 
nal Investigations Command is 
conducting an inquiry into the 
matter." 
A spokesman said results of 
the inquiry would determine 
whether a full-scale formal in­ 
vestigation was warranted 
Reports of the initial inquiry 
tirst appeared in the trade 
magazine Advertising Age It 
could not be determined how 
large a dollar amount the al­ 
leged mishandling of funds in­ 
volved 
One official source w ho asked 
not to be named said an em ­ 
ploye of the Ayer agency re­ 
ported to the Army the govern­ 
ment was being overcharged 
for some magazine ads. The 
Ayer employe reportedly said 
rebates from various publica­ 
tions were not 
reported as 


called for in the Army contract. 
The rebates were said to be 
due the Army because some 
ads should have cast less than 
initially charged against the 
Army account 
A senior executive in Ayer’s 
Philadelphia headquarters said 
Monday the “allegation is total­ 
ly unfounded.”

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Transcripts Answered the Questions 


Coost to Coast Coal M ines ? 


One ot the most intense legislative battles 
currently being waged in Congress is centered on 
an amendment to an omnibus land reclamation 
bill sponsored by Democratic Hep. John F. 
Seiberling of Ohio 
The basic intent of the amendment, which is 
now before the House Interior Committee, is to 
equalize the costs of deep coal mining and strip 
mining. This would be achieved by levying a fee 
of $2.50 on each ton of coal mined by either 
method 
The fund would be set aside for 
recla mation 
Companies could earn a credit of up to 90 per 
cent against the fee for costs incurred by their 
own reclamation efforts, but by the nature of 
their operations, strip-miners would be harder 
hit than deep-niiners 
Without 
some 
equalization, 
however, 
Seiberling contends, there will be a massive shift 
of the industry' from the east, where most deep 
mines are located, to the West, where cheaply 
recoverable coal lies close to the surface 


NOT ONLY would this further disrupt the 
already hard-hit coal economies of Appalachia, 
but it would lead to the ravaging of vast areas of 
the West It would mean quick, huge profits for 
the western miners, says Seiberling, nut at the 
cost of the collapse of the deep-mining industry. 
Deep mines will be needed again as early as the 
end of the century after the western resources 
are depleted 
"The difficulties of rebuilding the industry* 
from scratch, in order to continue our reliance on 
coal, will be enormous 
Seiberling’s opponents, who include major 
electric utility, oil and railroad companies 
controlling western coal reserves, warn that his 
amendment would cripple efforts to make the 


nation self-sufficient in energy. The Nixon ad­ 
ministration agrees with them. 
Former Federal Energy Office chief William 
E. Simon, now Treasury Secretary, has ex­ 
pressed "great alarm ” at the amendment. It 
would, he charges, result in a 50 per cent in­ 
crease in the price of clean-burning, low-sulfur 
eastern coal,, would have severe impact in the 
economy and would undermine efforts to offset 
oil shortages by greater use of coal. 
‘This is unthinkable,” says Simon, "given our 
present energy crisis.” 
Oddly, the near 100 per cent increase in the 
price of petroleum that Americans have ex­ 
perienced in recent months has not only been 
thinkable, to Simon but in his view has been 
eminently beneficial. 
COUNTERING 
Simon and supporting the 
amendment is Norman R. Williams, a consultant 
to the interior Committee. There is still plenty of 
low -sulfur coal in the East, he says. Also, eastern 
coal burns much hotter than western coal, thus 
"substantially more western coal will have to be 
mined, shipped and burned to produce the same 
amount of heat value as a similar amount of 
eastern coal.” 
Not only would we be in the anomalous 
situation of importing coal into one of the richest 
coal regions on earth but we would be wasting 
expensive diesel fuel to do it, says Williams. 
Moreover, when transportation costs are con­ 
sidered, western coal might in some cases ac­ 
tually cost more than eastern coal. 
These are some of the major arguments on 
both sides. Whatever the resolution of the great 
coal controversy, there is no argument that it 
will have significant impact on the lives and life­ 
styles of the ordinary American consumer, who 
ultimately pays all the bills. 


Im proving the Taxpaying Process 


Whether we look on it as a privilege, an 
obligation or a distasteful task we simply cannot 
avoid, major taxpaying is behind us for another 
year. As usual, it was an economically painful 
experience for many of us. 
By the time we have paid federal, state, city 
and perhaps personal property tax to the county, 
most of us "have had it.” We want to forget the 
whole thing. 
For many, the agony of making out the 
detailed tax forms is almost as bad as parting 
with the money. Others part with more money in 
order to have experts do the income reporting for 
them. 
Almost everyone sees a need for simplifying 
the tax collection process. Every so often we are 
told the new forms will be simpler, less painful. 
But they never seem to be much different, ex-

WASHINGTON - On Oct. 13, 
I960, John F. Kennedy debated 
Richard Nixon on television. At 
the time, the question of Harry 
Truman's cussing came up. Mr. 
Kennedy refused to apologize 
for 
Mr.

language, but Mr. Nixon had 
strong feelings that a President 
of the United States should not 
curse. 


He said in part, "One thing I 
have noted as I have traveled 
around the country 
is the 
tremendous number of children 
who come out to see 
the 
presidential candidates. I see 
mothers holding up their babies 
so they can see a man who 
might be President of the 
United States. I know Sen. 
Kennedy sees them, too. It 
makes you realize that whoever 
is President is going to be a 
m an that all children of 
America look up to or look down 
on, and I can only say 1 am very 
proud 
that 
President 
Eisenhower restored dignity 
and decency and, frankly, good 
language to the conduct of the 
Presidency of 
the United 
States 


"AND I ONLY hope, should 
I win this election, that I could 
a p p r o a c h 
P r e s i d e n t 
Eisenhower in maintaining the 
dignity ot the office and see to it 
that whenever any mother or 
father talks to his child, he can 
look at the man in the White 
House and, whatever he may 
think ot his policies, he will say 
‘Well, there is a man who 
maintains the kind of standards 
personally that 1 would want 


my child to follow.’ ” 
I 
must admit that even 
though it’s been 14 years since 
Mr. Nixon said this I was very 
moved. Perhaps, I thought, for 
the first time in history this 
country would have a President 
who didn't cuss. 
Although Mr. Nixon didn’t 
make it in 1960, he did become 
President in 1968, and every 
time he drove by in the last five 
years I held up my son in my 
arms (he's now 20) and said, 
‘T here’s a President who has 
the kind of standards I want you 
to follow.” 
ALTHOUGH JOEL 
was 
rather heavy, I felt it was worth 
the strain on my back. 
You can imagine my despair 
and disillusionment when the 
transcripts of the presidential 
tapes were released and it 
turned out Mr. Nixon might 
have been the cussingest 
President 
in our 
history. 
Almost every other word had 
an "expletive deleted,” and if 
you count the "inaudibies" and 
"unclears” and "ambiguities,” 
it's enough to make a U. S. 
marine top sergeant's 
hair 
stand on end 
The question is what hap 
pened between the time Nixon 


debated Kennedy and the time 
he became President of the 
United States. 
I sincerely believe Mr. Nixon 
was telling the truth when he 
said he was shocked by Harry 
T rum an’s language. I also 
believe in my heart he didn’t 
start cussing until he lost the 
election to Kennedy. 


A FRIEND OF Mr. Nixon 
told me, “I never heard Dick 
use an ‘expletive deleted* until 
the 1960 Illinois results of the 
election came in. In 1962, he lost 
the race for governor in 
California and he let out one 
‘inaudible’ 
after another. 
I 
didn’t know there were that 
many 
‘expletives’ 
in 
the 
English language. It was hard 
after that to have Dick over to 
the house when the children 
were around. 
"I thought when he became 
President and he was more 
secure he’d stop using ‘ex­ 
pletives.’ but apparently once 
you start using them it’s hard to 
give them up,” the friend said. 
And so it turns out that 
President Nixon was no better 
than Harry Truman when it 
came to language, and a lot 
worse 
than 
President 
Eisenhow er. It’s som ething 
we'll all have to get used to. 
But I know one thing — I'm no 
longer going to hold up my 20- 
year-old son in my arm s when 
the President drives by. Any 
President 
who promises to 
restore good language to the 
Presidency and then talks the 
way he did is nothing but an 
"inaudible” in my book. 
Honest Labor Can Teach 
WASHINGTON - <NEA> - 
Almost three decades ago, at

a cropper Learning requires no 
apologist, despite the anti- 
intellectualism so popular 
today. 
But what we must have — 
and what we must find — is a 
way to somehow better relate 
learning to reality. Perhaps the 
method of the physical sciences 
is a logical approach. No 
physical theory, however en­ 
ticing, is accepted as true until 
physical 
experim ents 
are 
developed and the theory tested 


independently by others and 
found to match what their 
laboratory work shows. 
It can be argued that in­ 
tellectual 
approaches 
to 
domestic government, defense, 
economics, national and in­ 
ternational politics and welfare 
do not lend themselves easily to 
physical experiments. Possibly 
t not, but more certainly could 
be done 
But, in fact, it may be that 
some other approach to reality 
is in order. Conceivably, a 
college president who spends a 
year 
in common 
labor, 
in 
business, on a farm or m some 
other such trade thereupon 
becomes more conscious of the 
real world. It is possible his 
approach to learning then is 
inevitably changed 
We 
can 
rem em ber 
that 
Einstein developed some of his 
theories while working as a 
clerk 
OR PERHAPS intellectuals 
should spent half their time 
working in the world in which 
they wish to theorize. A life­ 
long banker with the learning to 
develop mathematical theories 
on banking would be more 
credible than an economic 
theorist who spends his whole 
time in college and government 
libraries, coming out into the 
open only to present esoteric 
papers at some academ ic 
forum. 
Perhaps this divorce of so 
many intellectuals from reality 
is at the base of some of our 
most serious problems — in­ 
flation, unem ploym ent, the 
energy shortage, welfare and 
our failure to develop a world at 
peace. 


WASHINGTON - When it 
was announced a week ago that 
the White House would release 
tran scrip ts 
of 
certain 
presidential tapes, I voiced a 
sure prediction: Someone is 
going to say, "The questions 
raise more questions than they 
answer.” 
Sure enough, the next voice 
on the television screen was the 
voice of Carl Stem of NBC. He 
was saying, "The transcripts 
do raise certain new questions, 
having to do .with the tran­ 
scripts themselves, but this 
m onum ental publication an ­ 
sw ers 
more 
W atergate 
questions than most Americans 
will ever want to ask. 
What were the big questions? 
Let me grapple with two or 
three. 
Did the President know in 
advance about the bugging and 
burglary 
of

National Headquarters? The 
answer is, he did not know. In 
the whole of these 1,300 pages 
there is not a line, a hint, or a 


breath of a suggestion of any 
such foreknowledge. 
DID MR. NIXON know of the 
ensuing cover-up? He did not 
know. By early March of 1973 
he had inklings, but it was not 
until 10:12 o’clock on the 
morning of March 21 that he 
began to get the whole story. 
Do the transcripts tell us how' 
and why Watergate happened? 
Yes, they do. This wretched 
business happened because

WASHINGTON (NEA) - 
Inevitably, the prelim inary 
nose-counting of 
100 U. 
S. 
senators on a possible im­ 
peachment vote has begun with 
respect to President Nixon. It 
does not bode well for him. 
The reporter should em ­ 
phasize at the outset that, with 
the exception of a few senators 
who by one means or another 
have openly telegraphed what 
they will probably do, any early 
counting does not constitute a 
poll in the normally understood 
sense. Most senators simply 
aren't talking for the record, or 
privately. 
With exactly 67 Senate votes 
required for an impeachment 
verdict removing the President 
from office, I can. today, see a 
vote running at least 70 to 30 
against him. 


I ARRIVED 
at this rough, 
county by going carefully over 
the Senate roster in con­ 
sultation with people who know 
many, of not all, of the diverse 
factors that will affect the final 
decisions these 100 men will 
have to make. 
To categorize the senators 
w ith any clarity at all requires, 
of course, an assumption that 
the House this summer will

centering on obstruction of

But that total of 30 includes 
possibly no more than 18 
senators whose opposition to 
impeachment looks pretty stout 
at this time, with the other 12 
probably disposed to follow that 
line. One source would rate all 
these 12 truly as "undecided” 
today. 
Ills REASONING is that, in 
a big sweep founded on com­ 
pelling House evidence, the 12 
would wind up voting against 
Mr. Nixon and that even some 
of the 18 rigid hold-out might 
break. 
How the calculations were 
arrived at: 
One underlying assumption is 
that, no matter what they say 
publicly, 
many 
more 
Democrats than Republicans 
will be voting with a strong 
strain of partisanship. This w ill 
include 
some 
southern 
Democrats, even though the 
President 
clearly 
retains 
considerable backing in the 
South. 
With 58 Senate Democrats, 
even leaving out a few, ob­ 
viously gives you a strong base 
for the needed 67 impeachment 
verdict. C ertain well-tagged 
liberal 
Republicans, 
some 
highly vocal against Mr. Nixon, 
must be added to the base. 
Beyond 
this 
level, 
the 
figuring grows complex Some 
senators will be weighting not 
their own or their area's 
political complexion but the 
effect of a change on their own 
power. Some will think hard 
about how their vote will "sit” 
with people of importance they 
must “live with ' back home 
Some w ith an image, above all. 
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for tairness and decency will 
have that personal reputation 
preeminently in mind. 
All these factors are vital, yet 
they are being underplayed by 
some analysts who see the 
President still holding a "safe" 
margin of votes blocking his 
removal

Foreign affairs is the one 
bright light amid the gloom 
surrounding the Nixon ad­ 
ministration. 
It 
is 
the one 
area 
the 
President can point to — as, not 
surprisingly, he had done again 
and again — and cite positive 
and lasting accomplishments: 
The ending of the Vietnam war. 
the bringing home of American 
prisoners, the improvement of 
relations with Russia and the 
puncturing of the Chinese 
bamboo curtain. 
SO WELL HAS the Nixon 
administration identified itself 
with 
innovation 
and 
achievement in foreign affairs 
that even Nixonphobes who 
urge the President’s resignition 
or im peachm ent for other 
reasons generally give him 
high marks in this department. 
U nfortunately, like many 
claims put forth by the White 
House, a closer examination 
reveals that President Nixon’s 
record in the foreign field does 
not quite live up to its billings. 
The most important of all the 
claims is that Richard Nixon 
ended the Vietnam war. To do 
so, however, took him four 
years and the expenditure of as 
many lives and as 
much 
treasure as in his predecessor s 
three years. 
If this is "ending the war.” 
then the U.S. Congress should 
be credited with ending World 
War II when it declared war on 
the Axis on Dec. 8, 1974 
Actually, all that is ended in 
Vietnam is American combat 
troop involvement. The war 
goes on. and while Vietnam 
veterans are given shrift. 
American military aid to South 
Vietnam continued to the tune 
of more than $1 billion a vear. 
THE 
VIETNAM 
w ar 
is 
"over” only because we no 
longer pay any attention to it. 
As for the breakthroughs in 
relations with Russia and 
China, the former were the 
beneficiaries of a bargain 
wheat deal in which American 
farmers lost tens of millions of 
dollars in potential earnings 


and whose adverse re p er­ 
cussions 
the 
A m erican 
economy is till suffering from; 
and the latter have made it 
abundantly plain that it is they 
who will decide how far and 
how quickly relations with the 
United States will improve. 
R ather 
than 
being 
like 
Commodore Perry forcing open 
the door of Japan, President 
Nixon was invited to China 
because 
the Chinese 
had 
decided that it was time to take 
out some insurance in the event 
of war with Russia. No matter 
who had been president in 1972, 
unless he was a real blunderer, 
he would have been credited 
w ith "bringing China back into 
the world community.” 
G ranted 
that 
" ra p ­ 
prochement” with one’s er­ 
stwhile enemies is a notable 
and praiseworthy thing, what 
value is it if it is made at the 
expense of one’s friends? 
Japan, surely of somewhat 
more strategic importance in 
the Pacific thanSouth Vietnam, 
was delivered a series of un­ 
necessary shocks by the Nixon 
administration that amounted 
almost to contempt on our part. 
Without consultation with the 
Japanese to ease their fears or 
facilitate their adjustment, we 
unilaterally devalued the dollar 
in relation to the yen. Again 
unilaterally and without prior 
warning, at the height of the 
energy crisis we embargoed 
shipments of soybeans which 
the Japanese had already paid 
for and are vitally dependent 
upon 
THE ENERGY CRISIS also 
dram atically revealed the 
deterioration of the “Atlantic 
alliance, when our Western 
European allies scrambled to 
disassociate themselves from 
U.S. policy and make private 
deals with the Arabs. At the 
height of the October war, U.S. 
planes air lifting equipment 
and supplies to Israel were 
forbidden to land at NATO 
airfields in Europe. 
If this is accomplishment in 
foreign affairs, bring back 
Millard Fillmore.

Edward M.Kennedy. I)-Mass..

An early indication of how 
well incumbents will fare in this 
year’s elections may be sup­ 
plied today as two governors 
and 
two 
senators 
seek 
nomination to new terms. 
Today is primary day in a 
number of states. 
The 
incumbents 
seeking 
nomination were Gov. George 
C. Wallace of Alabama and 
John J. Gilligan of Ohio, and 
Sens. Howard Metzenbaum of 
Ohio and Jam es B.Allen of Ala­ 
bama, all Democtts. 
North Carolina voters were 
selecting nominees to run for 
the seat of Sen. Sam J. Ervin 
Jr., chairman of the Senate 
Watergate committee, who is 
retiring.

Two inches of snow fell on 
Cleveland Monday night and 
more snow and rain was scat­ 
tered from the Lower Great 
Lakes through New England. 
Florida, tne Pacific Coast 
and the upper half of the Mis­ 
sissipi Valley all were covered 
with cloudy skies. 
But the full moon shone early 
today over the rest of the na­ 
tion. 
Temperatures ranged from

Michigan to 77 at Key West, 
Fla. 


In other races, voters were 
nominating candidates for 52 
House seats, most of their state 
legislatures and various other 
state officials. 
While there have been only 
two primaries so far this year, 
today’s will introduce six weeks 
of balloting in which 20 states 
will choose nominees for the 
Nov. 5 niid-term elections. 
Many observers have pre­ 
dicted that the Watergate scan­ 
dal will hurt incumbents in this 
year’s voting. 
Wallace, seeking an unprece­ 
dented third term, was heavily 
favored to beat four opponents. 
His most active opponent, 
state Sen. Gene McLain of 
Huntsville, has said that W al­ 
lace really isn’t interested in 
being governor but has his eye 
on the 1976 presidential race. 
Wallace, in contrast to pre­ 
vious campaigns, has appealed 
directly to the black vote this 


year. This has been viewed as 
an attempt to improve his na­ 
tional image and Wallace has 
stated openly that he might try 
for the Democratic nomination 
for president in 1976. 
> 
, Others in the Alabama field 
included former Gov. James E. 
Folsom. In Alabama’s Senate 
race, Allen, a Wallace ally, was 
favored over John Taylor to win 
the Democratic nomination. 
A close race was forecast in 
Ohio between Metzenbaum and 
former astronaut John Glenn. A 
main issue was financial dis­ 
closure, with each claiming he 
has revealed his worth and dis­ 
closed back taxes. 
Metzenbaum beat Glenn in 
the 1970 primary, but lost in the 
general election to Republican 
Robert A. Taft Jr. He was 
named to the Senate by Gov. 
Gilligan when Republican in­ 
cumbent William B.Saxbe be­ 
came attorney general. 


Gilligan had only token oppo­ 
sition in his bid for renomina- 
tion. Form er Gov. 
Jam es 
Rhodes, attempting a come­ 
back. was opposed by state 
Rep. Charles Fry for the GOP 
nomination. 
Ten North Carolina Demo­ 
crats were seeking the nomi­ 
nation to Ervin's seat. Leading 
hopefuls were state Atty. Gen. 
Robert Morgan, former White 
House lobbyist Henry Hall W il­ 
son and former Rep. Nick Gali- 
fianakis. 
State Rep. William E. Ste­ 
vens, brother-in-law of Rep 
James T.Broyhill. was favored 
for the GOP nomination. 


In Indiana, Democratic Sen. 
Birch Bayh and Richard Lugar, 
Republican 
mayor 
of 
In ­ 
dianapolis, were without op­ 
position 
for 
nomination 
for 
November’s Senate race. 
District of Columbia voters 
were choosing whether to ac­ 
cept a new charter giving them 
partial home rule. The pro­ 
posed charter would take man­ 
agement of the city away from 
congressional committees and 
turn it over to an elected city 
government. 
Even if home rule is ap­ 
proved, Congress still would 
have the power to rescind any 
action of the City Council.

noted 
references in the paper to his 
fasting, and I believe he ter*

back. I do know that fasting can 
be, and is, Unhealthy and should 
never be done for any length of 
time except under a doctor’s 
supervision. 
There are numerous cases of 
death from total starvation for 
periods as short as four to five 
weeks. Note that Mr. Gregory 
has not been on a total star­ 
vation routine. In 1920 Terrace 
MacSwiney. the Mayor of Cork, 
died after fasting 74 days. They 
were having “ Irish troubles" 
even then and that was the 
reason for Ins fast 
With 
medical 
support 
prov iding needed vitamins and 
careful supervision, in recent 
times some very obese 
in­ 
dividuals have fasted longer 
than 200days. Hut I repeat, this 
is not a do it-yourself project. 
Yes, most people do need 
some protein in their diet. The 
amount varies and an adult can 
get by on a lot less than a 
growing person. Kven so. if 
there is no protein at all in the 
diet there w ill he a gradual loss 
of muscle mass and 
that 
emaciated look you have seen 
in pictures of starved war 
prisoners. In general the tat 
stores are depleted before the 
major portion of the muscle 
mass is used. 
It you get enough calories, 
oven from fruit juices that will 
help to protect the body protein. 
The carbohydrates in the juice 
will be used for energy rather 
than the protein in the muscles. 
That, no doubt, is part of the 
Gregory secret. But since 
protein stores are constantly 
torn down and rebuilt, even an 
adult on a protein deficient diet 
will 
begin 
to 
have 
a 
deterioration in health in time. 
Fortunately after such a 
period the body can rebuild its 
protein stores when adequate 
nutrition is resumed. If you 
have developed a fatty liver 
and liver damage you may be 
left with some liver problems. 
In any case anyone who tries to 
do any significant amount of 
tasting on his own or who goes 
on a diet devoid in protein is 
risking serious damage to his 
health 
Dear Dr. Lamb — 1 am 77 
years old and still have my 
tonsils. Every once in a while 
yellow chunks pop out of the 
sides of them and from the 
upper part ol my tonsils. They 
have a very bad smell. One 
person will tell me it is an in­ 
fection. Others tell me it is food 
lodged in the tonsil Please set 
my mind at east and tell me 
what it is. 
Dear Header— The material 
you are describing is a cheesy- 
like substance. It is the dried 
and coagulated end product of 
an infection, or what we call 
necrosis. The material collects 
in cryps m the tonsils. They 
usually signify a chronic and 
sometimes longstanding in­ 
fection of the tonsils. Food can 
collect in the crypts also.

B EIR U T , Lebanon (AP) - 
Ed Franklin, a 34-year-old 
school teacher from Nebo, 111., 
told a news conference he was 
interrogated and kept mostly in 
solitary confinement but not 
tortured during 16 months he 


spent in a South Yemen jail. 
Franklin, who taught at an 
American school in Kuwait, 
said he was arrested while 
taking pictures in a mountain 
area near Aden, and sentenced 
te five years in prison. “They 
said I was taking pictures of a 
military area,’’ he reported. 
Rep.’ Paul Findley, R-Ill., 
flew to Aden last week and 
obtained 
Franklin’s 
release. 
The United States and South 
Yemen do not have diplomatic 
relations.
